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Niko Black Won’t Surrender 

A dying woman is determined to return to the Garden Grove home from which she was evicted

A n Apache woman, Niko Black 
speaks proudly of the hero of 
her people: Geronimo, the iconic 
warrior who battled both the Mexican 
and American governments as they 
encroached on his tribe’s lands at the end 
of the 19th century His only regret, deliv¬ 
ered on his deathbed as an elderly prisoner 
of war in 1909, was that he ultimately sur¬ 
rendered in the fierce fight for his people’s 
land to which he would never return. 

More than a century later. Black can 
see her own deathbed in the horizon, as 
she’s in the final stages of a rare, espe¬ 
cially malignant form of breast cancer 
that has left her largely confined to a 
wheelchair. But in her dying days. Black 
shows no signs of surrendering in her 
struggle to return to the place she has 
called home for decades, a modest house 
with cobblestone sidings and cactus 
plants in an otherwise-quiet residential 
neighborhood in Garden Grove that 
became the scene of a full-scale invasion 
on the morning of Oct. 10. 

On that day. Orange County Sheriff’s 
Department (OCSD) deputies converged 
on her home, ordered to carry out an evic¬ 
tion. Legal counsel for Wells Fargo was 
present to advise the process, as the bank 
was the trustee on the mortgage. Alone 
and ill. Black saw on the surveillance cam¬ 
eras in her home that her property was 
about to be stormed. 

She crawled down the hallway to lift 
herself into a wheelchair and refused the 
deputies’ demand to open the front door. 
She felt she had every right to do so, thanks 
to the notice taped to her door: a federal 
court order from United States bankruptcy 
Judge Theodor C. Albert denying Wells 
Fargo’s motion for relief from an auto¬ 
matic stay after its representatives failed to 
appear at a hearing this summer. 

The deputies didn’t care; they 
unhinged the door and barged in. 

“I’m sitting there in my wheelchair,” 
Black recalls. “I’m about 100 pounds of 
shriveled-up cancer and a threat to no 
one. Sergeant Bob Sima puts a gun to my 
face, finger on the trigger, no safety, and 
walks around me.” 

(Sima appeared on the The David Cruz 
Show on KTLK-AM 1150 following an 
appearance by Black, discounting that 
any gun was pointed at her but claiming 
it was standard protocol to have weapons 
drawn to clear the premises.) 

“I walked down the street to see what 
was going on,” recalls Black’s neighbor 
Joyce Minson. “By the time I got out, 
an ambulance got there. A gurney was 
rolled toward the front of the house and 
took Niko out. They had a sheet over her 
and what looked like oxygen on her. She 
looked like a little rag doll with her head 
turned toward her shoulder.”

The story galvanized nationwide sym¬ 
pathy and outrage. A change.org petition 
demanding she be returned to the home 
gathered more than 135,000 signatures. 
Fort Hernandez, a barricaded Van Nuys 
home that’s serving as a sort of Zuccotti 
Park in Southern California’s foreclosure 
wars, held a solidarity action for Black. 
The Southern California branch of the 
American Indian Movement gathered for 
a similar protest outside a Wells Fargo 
branch in Irvine. 

Pro bono help for Black came in the 
form of Stephen R. Golden, head of a 
Pasadena-based firm that touts itself as “a 
progressive and aggressive Professional 
Law Corporation.” It was definitely more 



firepower than Black had had on her side 
before, even as she tried her best at acting 
pro per at times in federal court. 

After negotiations between her legal 
team and attorneys for Wells Fargo 
broke down, a four-hour window was 
hastily granted for Black to return home 
under the monitoring of a guard. Upon 
arriving, she saw a window boarded up 
and an Atlantic & Pacific Real Estate 
sign once planted on the lawn now 
gone. But nothing prepared Black for 
what she saw inside. 

“They trashed my room and everything 
so bad,” she said, describing the scene as 
a ransacking, claiming missing posses¬ 
sions. “Who does that?”

Eventually, Wells Fargo offered a 
settlement prior to the Nov. 13 court date: 
They would let her move back in pro¬ 
vided Black drop all of her lawsuits, give 
up all of her rights, and vacate the prem¬ 
ises within 48 hours if she lost her case in 
federal court. Black refused. 

Leading up to the pivotal hearing Judge 
Albert wrote, “It appears to the court that 
there may have been a violation of the stay.” 

Attorneys for Wells Fargo countered in 
motions that Black had filed two Chapter 
7 bankruptcies this year and that “at the 
time of the lockout, no automatic stay was 
in place” noting the expiration date as 
June 21,2012. They characterized the legal 
battle stemming since the foreclosure sale 
in December 2011 as “knock-down-drag- 
out litigation” in Black’s “game of legal 
whack-a-mole” and even mocked her med¬ 
ical struggles as “alleged health problems.” 

Wells Fargo addressed its failure to 
appear at an earlier court date by stating 
the motion was a moot point, but as Nov. 
13 arrived, so did they. 

Golden was also at the Ronald Reagan 
Federal Courthouse in Santa Ana, where 
Wells Fargo and OCSD tried to convince 
Judge Albert that sanctions for storm¬ 
ing Black’s home were unwarranted. A 
tentative ruling written beforehand was 
favorable to the core arguments of the 
bank. “I denied the motion,” Albert said 
of his July 31 decision. “I did not resur¬ 
rect the stay.” It was a refrain he would 
return to again and again. The eviction, 
he decided, was not illegal and merited 
no sanctions. 

Toward the close of the hearing. Golden 
declared, “This loan is one that she did 
not sign!... [Wells Fargo] did not show 
up [to the earlier hearing] to avoid show¬ 
ing any proof!” Black claims the whole 
mess began with “fraudulent paperwork,” 
claiming a 2006 refinance loan that she 
defaulted on three years later is predatory. 
(Golden has since filed a civil lawsuit.) 

Black’s legal team wanted her to be able 
to retrieve medical equipment or, better 
yet, fully return to the residence in the 
interim. She removed her facemask and 
spoke to the judge. “I’m dying, your honor; 
I’m dying,” she pleaded. Claiming sympa¬ 
thy, the judge wanted Wells Fargo to work 
something out with Black, wherein she 
could retrieve more of her medical equip¬ 
ment promptly from the property. Despite 
that request. Black has yet to return.

'I'VE been treated rough by the police. Not 
Kelly Thomas rough, but rough enough." 
The slender redhead surveys her audience, 
whose attention is rapt. 

"Yes, I'm mentally ill," Lisa Becker says. 
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“Joy is extreme joy. Pain is extreme pain. 

I have crazy, out-of-control feelings. I 
don’t sleep much; I’m constantly thinking 
about the past. I have been dangerous and 
out of control. I suffer every day. I have 
nightmarish imaginings. There’s a war 
going on in here.” She taps her head. 

At the back of the room, her father. 
Dale, wipes his face. 

“But it’s controllable,” she continues. 
“It’s not all a sad story.” 

She looks at the audience and decides 
to take the tension down a notch. “I like 
to start with a joke. So this cop pulls over 
a guy and says, ‘Your eyes look blood¬ 
shot—have you been drinking?’ The 
driver says, ‘Your eyes look glazed. Have 
you been eating doughnuts?”’ 

The crowd groans but gets the joke; 
every member of the audience is a cop. 

They are listening to Becker because 
it’s part of the program at Crisis Interven¬ 
tion Training (CIT), which is held each 
month at the Orange County Sheriff’s 
Department on Katella Avenue in Orange, 
a stone’s throw from the Honda Center 
and Angel Stadium. Walking through 
the parking lot to the conference rooms, 
you pass an armored truck and bomb- 
demolition vehicle. The crack of firing on 
the pistol range rings out. In this unlikely 
setting, minds are being changed in how 
law-enforcement personnel see the men¬ 
tally ill people they have contact with 
nearly every working day. 

Becker doesn’t look mentally ill. She’s 
well-put-together in a smart pantsuit, 
her hair a moderate but flattering length. 
But the story she tells will be familiar 
to anyone with a working knowledge of 
mental illness, 5150s (police jargon for 
involuntary institutionalization), drug 
and alcohol dependency, county jail, and 
the streets of Orange County. 

“I’ve been violent, screaming at cars 
and people, breaking bottles,” Becker 
says. She used to wander into parks to 
rob homeless people and once was nearly 
beaten up by a large, female transient 
who didn’t appreciate being targeted. “I 
lived in my car and walked the streets all 
night,” she adds. “I stole an American flag 
and drove around town with it. I’d get 
my car out of impound, then abandon it. 

It finally got donated to the city of Costa 
Mesa when they towed it away. I’ve never 
been Tased, but I’ve been thrown on the 
sidewalk and slammed against the hood 
of a cop car.” 

Yet this same woman is now helping 
Orange County law enforcement—as well 
as future lawyers, social workers and oth¬ 
ers—understand mental illness from the 
inside out. “I’m not a bad person,” she 
explains. “I was just a sick person doing 
bad things.” 

Becker also has her own, very ad hoc 
charity that she self-funds (no founda¬ 
tion, no website, no donations). Project 
Q-Tip. She hands out to Orange County’s 
homeless people hundreds of little bag¬ 
gies with the cotton ear cleaner, a mint 
and referrals to service organizations. 

Kelly Thomas was killed in July 2011 by 
six Fullerton police officers who appar¬ 
ently had little idea of how to interact

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Shania Twain songs had special messages 
for me. I was on a blessed mission from 
God to root out all evil. Not good if you’re 
packing a semiautomatic pistol under 
your arm.” 

The speakers emphasize that society 
has pushed its mental-illness problem onto 
the police. “The hallucinatory voice can 
suppress the real one,” Scott notes. “You’re 
giving commands, and they can’t hear you. 
It can sound to them as if you were talking 
through Jell-0.” He argues that if police 
can properly identify mental illness in the 
field, they can reduce their own caseload 
and avoid tragic outcomes. “Early inter¬ 
vention is key—get them help when their 
behavior is a two instead of a nine.” 

The police in the audience are curious, 
engaged. One asks Woodard, “What was 
the first sign you saw in your son?” 

“Disorganized thinking,” he answers. 
“When customers at Carl’s Jr. said, 
‘please,’ he wanted to know what was the 
hidden meaning behind ‘please.’” 

Becker is the last speaker. Her sincer¬ 
ity, her story and a certain amount of sex 
appeal transfix the mostly male audi¬ 
ence. “I tell them they have a tough job; 
we wish we knew what to tell you,” she 
later explains. “I always shaped up when 
I saw them coming, but some people are 
combative and don’t want to comply. 
Someone who’s psychotic has to be taken 
to the hospital, whether they want to go 
or not. Mentally ill people can be tricky 
and unpredictable. 

“You guys—law enforcement—get to 
deal with that guy screaming at the light 
pole,” she tells the audience. “He’s sick, 
he’s high, he’s hurting. You’re going to see 
the mentally ill at their worst. You’re going 
to run into the drug addicts and alcohol¬ 
ics who are mentally ill. I went from being 
quirky to annoying to dangerous. I ruined 
cars, got drugged, got kicked in the face. 
Losing control, losing my mind, didn’t 
make me entertaining.” Her father’s eyes 
close. “But you’re in a unique position to 
help,” she concludes. “Everyone you meet 
under the bridge has a history. You can 
save those people. I was saved.” 

Becker estimates she’s had “zillions” 
of forced hospitalizations. “I’ve been 
thrown down on the ground and had guns 
pointed at me,” she says. “And not a lot 
of the hospitals that take 5150s are nice 
places. Underpaid mental-health-care 
workers who are sick of crazy people. You 
lose your clothes, your phone; I learned 
to memorize all my phone numbers. I’ve 
suffered and gone into trauma. I’d rather 
sleep under the stars than go into a men¬ 
tal hospital.” 

She tells the cops that one key to deal¬ 
ing with mentally ill people is simply to 
listen, as people living on the streets are 
often lonely. “If you run into a bipolar 
person, let them talk your ear off for 10 
minutes. Sometimes, I’d get ahold of the 
police when I was lonely and wanted 
to talk. Be patient, deep-breathe, repeat 
their name to engage them.” 

The cops in attendance seem energized. 
Tom Byrd, of the OC Probation Depart¬ 
ment, says her presentation gave him 
insight into mental illness among his proba¬ 
tioners. “More information can only help.”

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with the schizophrenic man. Kelly’s 
father, Ron, himself a former OC sheriff’s 
deputy, applauds the effort behind GIT. 
“It’s invaluable to get the perspective of 
someone who’s mentally ill or has been 
homeless,” he argues. “There’s some cops 
you just can’t change. But for most, it 
would help. Once you understand it’s the 
disease, not the person, you won’t over¬ 
react. It could prevent what happened to 
Kelly. And once they go through the train¬ 
ing, you can hold them accountable.” 

RIB day she cracks the cops-eat- 
Uiiil doughnuts joke, Becker is speak¬ 
ing on the “consumer panel” at a GIT 
seminar. A spokesperson explains that 
“consumers” is the politically correct 
way of referring to people with mental 
illness, those considered to be “con¬ 
sumers” of mental-health services. The 
training program, run by Golden West 
College, covers many topics, from under¬ 
standing types of mental illness to “sui¬ 
cide by cop.” There are about 25 officers 
in attendance, including a burly, bearded 
biker and six women. 

The speakers include Frank Woodard, 
an attorney and realtor; Scott, a former 
police officer who preferred to not be 
identified by his last name; and Becker. 
Each has a story. 

Woodard delivers a number of dis¬ 
turbing statistics. In 2009, 20 percent of 
prison inmates were found to have severe 
mental illness. Neuropsychiatric ailments 
such as mood and thought disorders 
account for 45 percent of disabilities in 
people from ages 16 to 25. 

This provides a natural segue to the 
story of Woodard’s son, a high-school stu¬ 
dent who worked at Carl’s Jr. Diagnosed 
as schizophrenic on his 17th birthday, 
later that year, he had his skull cracked 
in an unsolved beating. For a while, he 
didn’t know who or where he was. “An 
Anaheim officer talked to my son for an 
hour after his injury and got him to a 
hospital,” Woodard says. “He told me, ‘I 
know it’s not your son; it’s his disease.’” 

Now 26, Woodard’s son has had seven 
hospitalizations. “We’ve had the police at 
my home more times that I can count,” 
he says. The young man is starting to read 
more, using his computer and trying to 
quit smoking (he’s gone from four packs 
per day to one). He still laughs uncontrol¬ 
lably, which makes people uncomfortable, 
Woodard says. Still, he’s become compli¬ 
ant with his medication. “He’s stable; 
with schizophrenia, that’s all you can 
expect. It’s truly a day at a time.” 

The occasional tragedies that occur 
when the police interact with the men¬ 
tally ill are well-known. But the panel¬ 
ists talk of the opportunities the police 
have to make a positive impact, such as 
recommending where the individual can 
get treatment or the family help. As Scott 
puts it, “Communicating with family 
members can avoid possible police-bru¬ 
tality-complaint situations.” 

Scott, 54, was a homicide investigator 
with the Royal Canadian Mounties. At 40, 
his life changed thanks to PTSD and bipo¬ 
lar disorder. “I would be outside in the 
rain crying; you couldn’t tell in the rain. 
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Another officer, who asked that her 
name not be used, says, ‘Awareness helps. 
Maybe I can get them referred to the 
right places.” Working with juveniles, 
she says, “We try to determine whether 
they’re actual criminals or if there’s 
something else going on. Juvenile hall 
should be a last call for some.” 

“I think it is invaluable,” adds OC Sher¬ 
iff’s Department Lieutenant Dan Dwyer, 
a watch commander. “On foot patrol, 
you know the people with mental-health 
issues. I’ve seen firsthand the devasta¬ 
tion with the family unit. ‘What’s wrong 
with our son?’ We go talk to them. Family 
members may not be aware their child 
has a mental issue—it may not be meth. 
We’re not going to be the ones for the 
long term. But we have to deal with the 
person in crisis.” 

Dwyer believes the key to successfully 
handling mentally ill people in domestic 
situations is to not escalate the turmoil. 
“In one of my patrol areas, a family had 
a son with issues, so we’d take it slow, 
talk him down, get him evaluated,” he 
explains. “Most will go cooperatively—the 
5150 is the exception to the rule. If some¬ 
one’s running in the street, yelling, action 
has to be taken. But the key is communi¬ 
cations before escalation. Try to build a 
rapport. Talk them down.” 

While police have become the tip of the 
spear in dealing with mental illness, they 
hardly remain unaffected. Yet the stigma is 
still so great the officers often feel they have 
no one to talk to. Becker says hard-bitten 
cops often pull her aside. “They’ll say, ‘My 
wife is acting funny’ or, ‘My sister is bipo¬ 
lar.’ At one CIT, this guy pulled me outside. 
He told me his girlfriend was bipolar; she 
had to stop taking her meds because she 
was pregnant and was acting crazy.” 

“Lisa’s done it all,” Ron Thomas says. 
“She’s been there in the streets.” 


Becker 


was born in Dearborn, Michi¬ 
gan, and moved to Orange 
County when she was 13. Her family lived 
in Costa Mesa, and she attended Newport 
Harbor High. She was a social girl with a 
lot of friends, but she had poor grades. “In 
art, I was great; everything else was below 
average,” she recalls. “I was talking a mile 
a minute. I couldn’t concentrate. I was 
always talking. I did horrible on tests; I’d 
get so worked-up.” 

The teacher would tell her parents, 
“Lisa is delightful, but she doesn’t let the 
other students do their work, we have to 
remind her to be quiet.” 


“People always thought I was crazy 
Lisa, over the top,” she says. Although 
obviously bright, she admits she “gradu¬ 
ated by the skin of my teeth.” 

Her real passion was bodybuilding 
and weightlifting. “I can pinpoint a lot of 
manic tendencies from all the exercise. 

I worked at a health-food store and was 
bossy-manic about how you could lose 
weight or get stronger,” she says. “I was 
always preaching to people.” Working out 
helped to keep her manic thoughts under 
control. When she was almost beaten up 
by a group of girls, this only motivated her 
to hit the weights even harder. But nothing 
could stop the racing thoughts and anxiety 
that often characterize bipolar disorder. 

In retrospect, there may have been 
other warning signs. “I’d do major purges, 
not wanting to be tied down with a bunch 
of stuff,” she recalls. “I got upset at my 
mother, boxed up years of my panda 
collection and gave them away. It’s sad 
because I’ve lost things—special things, 
meaningful things—that all went out the 
door.” She viewed dating boys the same 
way. “If they said or did or acted another 
way than I’d like, or I was not feeling the 
love, I’d say, ‘See ya.’” 

At age 16, Becker started working at a 
party store, where her bubbly personality 
helped Newport Beach women plan kids’ 
parties. A stab at computer graphics at 
Orange Coast College was short-lived. She 
stayed with her parents into her twenties 
while working various office jobs. 

“I was kind of drifting,” she says. “My 
parents and friends thought, ‘If she looks 
okay and acts okay, she’s probably okay’ I 
kept them engaged in my enthusiasm for 
life; I was funny, I was social, I was gener¬ 
ous.” Later, after her breakdowns, those 
friends would drift away. “Your friends 
want to hear about you doing well,” she 
observes. “They don’t want to hear the 
sadness in your heart.” 

In her twenties, “I went to a lot of dance 
clubs, like the Empire Ballroom, Bacchus 
and the Thunderbird. I had VIP status 
at the Shark Club; I’d walk past the line,” 
she says. “I thought I was the ah queen, so 
I’d wear halter tops, sleeveless shirts that 
highlighted my midsection. I pretty much 
drank for free. I’d get dressed up and go 
out dancing for hours.” 

Becker eventually settled in with a 
boyfriend, who was also a drinker. “I 
liked to dance and do art while drinking; 
he just liked to watch sports. When he 
would go out of town, I’d have parties

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with all these strangers in his two-bed- 
room apartment.

date, Becker has experienced two 
manic episodes. The first occurred 
around New Year’s Eve 1999, when Becker 
became angry that her boyfriend had left 
for a Jimmy Buffett-style Key West vaca¬ 
tion without her. ‘T set things on the grill 
in our apartment and burned sweaters,” 
she recalls. “I tried to cook a turkey, then 
pretended to slaughter it, stabbing it with 
a knife. I put on his $800 suit, his shoes 
and a tiara and started walking the streets, 
having fun. I think I broke up a rape, four 
guys and a screaming girl. I ran up to 
them waving my arms; everyone ran off in 
a different direction.” 

Leading up to this episode, Becker 
had broken her ankle roller-skating at 
midnight. She’d written graffiti all over 
the inside of her car and encouraged all 
her passengers to do the same. She’d also 
go days without sleep. ‘T started cut¬ 
ting my hair and put it under rocks in 
the neighbor’s yard,” she recalls, adding 
that she finished the pre-Brittany Spears 
head-shaving job in her car, outside a bar. 
Someone called the police. Three police 
cars blocked her vehicle. Spotlighted by 
a helicopter, the police arrested her with 
drawn guns. 

Becker was arrested for DUI, although 
she insists she hadn’t been drinking. She 
spent the night in a cell, where the police 
watched her maniacally perform sit-ups 
and pushups all night. 

The journey continued with transport 
to the notorious Royale Health Care Cen¬ 
ter in Santa Ana. “It was my first 5150, for 
danger to self, others or gravely disabled,” 
she says. “I got my first ride on a gurney 
there. It was a zoo. The police could drop 
anyone off there. 

“I felt scared out of my mind, which 
translated into more crazy behavior,” 
Becker continues. “I’d take people’s 
things. I’d answer the patients’ phones, 
‘Good afternoon, Royale Country Club.’ 
For doing that, I’d get dragged down the 
hall, four-pointed on the bed and shot 
with drugs.” 

After a few weeks, she was released. “I 
was such a handful that they said, ‘Yup, 
this one’s bipolar—moving on.’ Although 
her boyfriend had called her at the hospi¬ 
tal, he was afraid of her, and it didn’t help 
that she pounded on his door and broke 
his flower pots. “By March, I’d run him 
out of the state,” she says. “I scared the 
daylights out of him. I was so impossible; 

I was such a monster. I was broken and 
bald, and all I had was my mom and dad. 
Everyone else had left me.” 

Becker was prescribed the antipsy¬ 
chotic medication Haldol, which turned 
her into a zombie. “I’d go for a walk 
and look like an invalid,” she recalls. “I 
spent a good year without any friends or 
interactions. I tried to drink every time I 
could, thinking it would change the way I 
was feeling.” 

Gradually, though, she started feeling 
better, grew some hair, got a job and a new 


boyfriend. She kept drinking, however. 
“Even with the drinking, I’d still get really 
angry or weepy or high-energy.” Her 
friends and parents urged her to take her 
meds, but she refused. “You’re not going 
to listen when it makes too much sense,” 
she reasons. 

Becker’s second manic episode 
occurred in 2005. A friend was ill with 
colon cancer, so she went to see him. She 
found him dead. “It was disturbing, so I 
thought I’d sit until the people from the 
funeral home got there. When I finally 
left, I was overwhelmed,” she recalls. “I 
pulled over to a bar. I sat there drinking a 
Greyhound, crying.” 

Perhaps precipitated by the shock of 
her friend’s death, another manic episode 
began. (Doctors believe they can last 
three to four weeks.) “I started buying the 
newspaper at 3 a.m. and making calls at 4 
a.m.,” she says. “I’d reorganize my father’s 
business office. One day, I got into an 
argument with my mom; the neighbors in 
the office complex called the police, and 
the policemen remembered me from 1999. 
I went to a Chamber of Commerce lun¬ 
cheon and yelled that they needed to send 
us business. Someone called my mom and 
said I needed help.” 

She met her current boyfriend, Curtis 
Waldschmidt, now 38, during this manic 
period. Driving by the soup kitchen, she 
saw him and said, “You’re cute; get in 
my car.” 

A former professional ballet dancer, 
Waldschmidt shared Becker’s alcohol 
issues. When she picked him up, Wald¬ 
schmidt recalls, “She was cute; it was 
fun.” Of course, he had no idea what he 
was getting himself into. “She was very 
spontaneous,” he says. “I thought she was 
just a wild-and-crazy chick. She’d be hav¬ 
ing a blast one minute, in tears the next. 
I’m a lot more educated now as to what 
was happening.” 

Becker was convinced she would give 
jobs and money to the mentally ill home¬ 
less, a textbook case of the grandiose 
thinking that often accompanies manic 
episodes. “They weren’t listening to me,” 
she says. “So I started setting fires in Lions 
Park [in Costa Mesa] to get their attention. 
I snatched someone’s blanket, set it on fire 
in a barbecue pit and dropped it in a field.” 
(She later encountered her homeless vic¬ 
tim in a 12-step program and apologized.) 

During a brief moment of clarity, 
Becker ran up to a police officer and told 
him, “You better 5150 me.” The police 
took her to the hospital but cited her for 
arson. She was released after two weeks 
in the hospital and moved into a home¬ 
less shelter. 

On the night before her next court 
appearance, she and Waldschmidt walked 
all night to the courthouse; they arrived 
too late the next morning. 

“They put me in jail for 10 days over 
Thanksgiving,” she recalls. “I was crying 
my eyes out. After my parents reunited 
with me over the phone, they hired an 
attorney who understood mental illness.” 
The judge let her go with a stern warn¬ 
ing to take her medication and stay out 
of trouble.

‘T don’t know why the magic bell went 
off, but it did,” says Becker. “Jail really got 
my attention. I started a drug regimen 
that worked; a little weight gain, a little 
hair loss. It makes me appreciate how 
good I have it, in terms of the illness. I 
haven’t gained 80 pounds. I don’t twitch; 

I don’t mumble.” 

Becker also sees a therapist and goes 
to 12-step groups. She and Waldschmidt 
talked a little after her jailing and hospi¬ 
talization but drifted apart. “She wasn’t 
as together as she is today,” he says. “She 
was much more in denial about being 
bipolar. She wasn’t into therapy or taking 
her meds. I was drinking and struggling to 
find work.” 

They reconnected five years later at a 
meeting. “Now that we’re sober, there’s 
a lot more communication,” he says. It’s 
amazing how candid she can be; it’s kind 
of magical.” Both have now been in recov¬ 
ery for more than three years. 

“She’s definitely the person I’d like to 
spend my life with,” Waldschmidt adds. 
“Yes, I know the red flags. I’m there for 
the whole ride.” 


Through 


her escapades, her 12-step 
programs and Project 
Q-Tip, Becker knows street people. Insti¬ 
tutionalized people. Jailed people. Indeed, 
she has been one of them. But a large 
number of people with mental illness 
are at home, with a group of unpaid and 
unsung heroes. Sometimes it’s their par¬ 
ents, a spouse, a caring sibling or another 
relative. Sometimes it’s a friend. But for 
Becker, that anchor has been—and contin¬ 
ues to be—her parents. 

“To to see how sad and upset they 
were—‘Look what we created.’ I wanted 
to prove to them that I was okay,” she says 
of them. “Now they see me eating, exercis¬ 
ing; they hear the pill bottle rattle.” When 
her friends drifted away, perhaps afraid 
of catching whatever she had, her parents 
hung in. “I’m an only child,” she explains, 
laughing. “They have to love me.” 

But her parents did change the locks on 
her during her darkest days, and they were 
close to selling their Costa Mesa house 
and leaving her with nothing. Becker still 
feels guilty about what she put her parents 
through. Now, her parents joke that they 
live with her, rather than the other way 
around. As Dale says of having a child with 
mental illness, “Until you’ve been through 
it, you have no idea what it’s like.” 

When Becker was on the streets, she 
spent considerable time with her home¬ 
less and mentally ill buddies in Lions 
Park, locally known as “airplane park” for 
the concrete Navy F9F Panther jet in the 
playground. Now, she says, there are no 
more barbecues in Lions Park. The awning 
that sheltered the homeless in inclement 
weather is gone; people can’t smoke, and 
bikes have to be registered. Despite the 
new rules, there are still plenty of homeless 
people in the hideouts they know so well. 

Costa Mesa recently gained fleeting 
infamy when Mayor Eric Bever called 
soup kitchen Someone Cares and the char¬ 
ity Share Our Selves “nuisance businesses” 
that attract homeless from across the 
country. The soup kitchen, winner of OC 


Weekly’s 2010 nomination as Best Char¬ 
ity, did a survey and found that 86 percent 
of those it fed—elderly people, homeless, 
mentally ill folks and an increasing num¬ 
ber of families—came from Costa Mesa. 

Becker once ate at Someone Cares and 
now points people in need of help toward 
it and other services in the city. She’s 
even mending fences with the police who 
arrested her in the past. When a Costa 
Mesa cop told her she might actually 
address the department, she joked, “It 
would be like a high-school reunion!” 

Because of her past behavior, Becker 
was banned from Lions Park. Yet a park 
ranger recently asked her to talk to a 
young homeless couple there who were 
refusing speak to anyone. “They seemed 
to trust me a little,” she says. “The road to 
normal living was baffling to them. I told 
them to let the social workers take over. 
That’s what they live for, to make a differ¬ 
ence in someone’s life. They get hurt and 
disappointed so often.” 

In a world in which mentally ill people 
are often seen as burdens, victims such 
as Kelly Thomas, or—even worse—killers 
such as Colorado’s Batman shooter James 
Holmes, Becker is well-aware she is lucky 
to have been able to keep her condition 
under control. But she fears falling off the 
track. “I’m always checking to see if I’m 
talking too much,” she confesses. 

She has reservations about assisted- 
outpatient treatment such as Laura’s Law, 
which allows parents of a mentally ill per¬ 
son to have their child involuntarily com¬ 
mitted for up to 72 hours (see Michelle 
Woo’s “Out of Care,” March 22,2012). “If 
my mom has a bad-hair day, do I end up in 
a mental hospital?” Becker wonders. “You 
can use history against a person. If you 
have a bad day, will your parents go to the 
police and say, ‘She’s been in the hospital 
30 times’?” 

Becker averages three talks per month, 
each time promoting Project Q-Tip. “Who 
doesn’t love a good Q-Tip! When I was 
running around the streets, I didn’t have 
one,” she says. “It makes you feel better. 
People need a mint, a Q-Tip and a map of 
where to go next.” She finances this not- 
for-profit outreach program out of her 
not-very-deep pockets. “I call it a ministry. 
I wish I could do more.” 

Aside from enjoying her free time with 
Waldschmidt, she works at being a “poster 
girl for mental illness” and being “happy, 
healthy, cheerful.” She has also written 
a manuscript about her life titled Crazy: 
Bipolar Diaries. 

Becker hopes the book can help other 
mentally ill people understand their con¬ 
dition. “I’m passionate about sharing my 
story and helping others,” she says. “I’m 
here to entertain, inform, scare—it’s just 
part of my journey. What helped me the 
most in my recovery was realizing there 
were other bipolar people like me who 
had war stories like mine. We’re not all 
crazy nut cases costing the state money 
and time. I’m trying to give hope.”

Cooks Who Don’t Cook 


Au NatuRaw offers raw food to downtown Santa Ana

Hole in the Wall

I respect the dietary choices made by 
all vegans and vegetarians, but I’m 
particularly in awe of the commitment 
required by the raw-food movement. As 
if avoiding all meat and animal prod¬ 
ucts isn’t already challenging, it takes a 
certain kind of tenacity to voluntarily 
deprive yourself of the one thing that has 
defined the act of cooking since the cave¬ 
men rubbed two sticks together: heat. 

If you’re new to the concept, just imag¬ 
ine a Top Chef challenge in which the 
twist is you can’t raise the temperature of 
the food you’re “cooking” past 118 degrees 
Fahrenheit—the equivalent of a hot day 
in Phoenix. Why? That’s the point on the 
thermometer at which raw-food propo¬ 
nents believe food starts to lose nutritive 
value. Now imagine doing it all the time, 
from the appetizers to the dessert. 

Marchell Williams, owner and chef of 
Au NatuRaw in Santa Ana, has decided to 
do just. I’m not going to bore you with the 
purported health benefits (you can read 
the full manifesto on Au NatuRaw’s web¬ 
site if you want) or the counterargument 
by some that cooking with fire is what has 
separated us evolutionarily from the apes, 
but I will tell you that when you dine at 
Williams’ new eatery, you realize that 
cookies, rice, even hot soup—foods stove-, 
oven- and barbecue-grill-using members 
of society take for granted—are verboten 
for the raw-food chef. 

Au NatuRaw’s cookies, for instance, 
aren’t cookies at all. They don’t crumble 
and crunch, but are rather thick, fruit- 
leather-bound, granola-like drink coast¬ 
ers that chew with the consistency of 
Gummi Bears. And when you order the 


cream of broccoli soup, you discover it’s 
tepid by design—less soup and more of 
a guacamole-colored smoothie served 
at body temperature in a sundae glass. 
Furthermore, it burns your throat going 
down because nothing in it—not the 
smooth-blended broccoli, not the spices, 
not the onions—has been tamed, softened 
or otherwise caramelized on a stove. 
What you sip is harsh, pungent, sharp 
and concentrated. But you wince through 
it, convinced by the notion something 
this grassy-tasting must be good for you. 
You’re somehow egged on by the life- 
sized mural on one wall that has sunlight 
piercing through a forest. If Bigfoot were 
hiding in that scene and in possession of a 
blender, this is what he’d whip up for you. 

Hummus here is still hummus, driz¬ 
zled with a millimeter-thick layer of olive 
oil, but served with flaxseed-tortilla-chip 
triangles that will remind you of either 
particle board or Asian sesame brittle, 
depending on whether or not you’re 
open-minded about the whole raw-food 
thing. Other than the salads, it’s one of 
the few things Au NatuRaw serves that 
closely resembles its non-raw cousin. Yet 
even some of the salads aren’t typical. 
There’s one that has pineapple, candied 
pecans, julienned zucchini, carrots and 
mint molded into a wet dome. The dress¬ 
ing is a light, refreshing orange-hemp 
blend, which I imagined might eat quite 
well with a side of greasy, barbecue pork 
ribs if it were served elsewhere. 

For the same reason you wouldn’t 
yearn for Disneyland while hiking 
through the Sierras, you won’t miss eat¬ 
ing meat here—there’s a lot to keep you 


preoccupied and distracted. The best 
dish is the pad Thai, a concoction that 
doesn’t taste like pad Thai yet manages 
to transcend that fact. It features noo¬ 
dles made from kelp—thin, angel-hair¬ 
like strands exhibiting so much of the 
translucence, resiliency and elasticity of 
the real thing it’s uncanny. It even twirls 
on a fork the right way. Only when you 
bite do you notice the consistency is 
slightly crunchier, more wiggly and 
jelly-like than regular noodles. The best 
compliment I can pay is that halfway 
into it, I forgot what I was eating and 
simply started enjoying it. 

A palak paneer does what it can to stay 
true to the Indian flavors it emulates, 
even though it’s essentially a salad of 
uncooked spinach served with mangoes, 
piled atop a flaxseed tortilla, here as 
a tostada shell. The whisper of garam 
masala can be detected, and you realize 
you’re familiar with the flavor profile 
despite it looking and feeling nothing 
like the classic Indian creamed-spinach 
dish. Beneath the leaves is a scoop of 
cold carrot pudding. Never mind that 
it’s supposed to represent gajar halva, 
which is normally dessert. You excuse 
this because Williams and her crew 
deserve kudos for what they’ve managed 
to accomplish—and they’re already plan¬ 
ning to un-raw part of the menu.

Cheesy Bricks 
of Crunch

R anee Ruiz is planning for something 
big—you can sense it upon entering 
his eponymous spot in Costa Mesa. IPAs 
and other craft beers flow from taps, from 
cans and bottles. Three flat-screen TVs 
broadcast ESPN. Seating is a collection of 
tables, the better to share brews and slices, 
as well as to talk with one another. Ruiz and 
his crew approach each customer multiple 
times with info about the weekday happy- 
hour special and to recommend other top¬ 
ping combinations for future visits. Most 
audaciously, Ruiz serves only pizza as an 
entree—no pasta, no caizones, just pizza 
(the salads, while fine, don't count). And if 
you've come in for a quick lunch or dinner, 
you're relegated to ordering by the slice. 

In Orange County's premier city for 
pizza culture. Ranee's Chicago Pizza is 
asserting itself by operating under the 
restaurant equivalent of no safety net. 

Even taquenas hedge their bets by offer¬ 
ing other meals, but Ruiz is confident in 
the allure of his pizzas, in the stretch of 
his Wisconin mozzarella, the freshness of 
the in-house tomato sauce, the quality of 
the meats, veggies and dough. And he has 
a trump card: Chicago-style, deep-dish 
pizza, those bricks of cheesy crunch best 
approached with fork and knife. He's not 
a native—by Ruiz's own admission, he got 
the idea after visiting a sister who was 
studying in the Windy City, so there are 
no over-the-top homages to sports teams 
and architectural landmarks as you see at 
too many restaurants that claim to mimic a 
city's food culture a la Philly cheesesteak 
houses and Memphis 'cue joints—but it 
doesn't matter. His pies are as legit as 
Rush Street, and it's all about the cheese. 

It starts as flowing, milky chunks at the 
beginning of a slice that start to harden 
with each bite as you get closer to the 
sturdy crust, finishing with blackened, 
caramel-esque sprinkles at the end that 
would work wonderfully as a topping on 
a hot dog. His stuffed pizza (two layers 
of cheese) is even better: cheese buried 
under a swamp of tomato sauce, then 
baked so it's almost as flaky as baklava. 

The only real problem I find with Ranee's 
is the location: lost in a huge shopping 
plaza anchored by all sorts of bad chains, 
with its storefront facing the exit of a per¬ 
petually packed parking lot. Oh, and I wish 
Ruiz sold his stuffed pizzas by the slice, too. 
But the place has only been open since 
September; a kid this ballsy will knock 
down those problems with the ease of 
Brian Uriacher flattening a Packer.

Not for the 
Sushi Snob 

Making the best 
of the lunch special at 
Maru Maki Sushi 


T he restaurants near the corner of 
Broadway and Alamitos Avenue 
are an intriguing slice of Long 
Beach life. LGBT-catering Hamburger 
Mary’s butts up against Roscoe’s Chicken 
and Waffles, while the dive-y Irish pub 
Clancy’s stares across the street at Maru 
Maki Sushi. Unfortunately, the tiny Japa¬ 
nese spot, which appears to have been 
plopped into the middle of its own park¬ 
ing lot, is often overshadowed by its bois¬ 
terous neighbors, which explains why it 
was only recently that I noticed the flash¬ 
ing LED ticker in the window advertising 
$3 sushi all day. Maru Maki’s website 
confirmed that the sushi was, in fact, only 
$3 per roll, but that the catch was a cover 
charge—$5 during lunch and $8 during 
dinner—after which menu items were all 
the cheaply advertised price. 

The words “cover charge” and “sushi” 
don’t go together very often (unless 
you’re at the Venetian Gentlemen’s Club 
in Anaheim), but I crunched some num¬ 
bers and determined that even if I only 
ordered a Dragon Roll, lunch would still 
be a good deal. So I told the waiter that I 
agreed to the peculiar “Maru Maki fee” 
and grabbed a seat at the sushi bar. 

In addition to two pages of typical 
sashimi, hand and cut roll options, Maru 
Maki’s menu features specialty appetiz¬ 
ers, entrees, udon soups and Japanese 


salads, all of which are included in the 
$3-per-item deal. An introductory page to 
the menu, however, explains a few more 
caveats to the food’s almost-too-good-to- 
be-true cost. If you order your food to go, 
you will be charged the item’s full price. 
And doggy bags are not allowed. 

With all the ground rules out of the way 
(whew!), I marked up my ordering sheet: 
one Crunch California Roll, one Rainbow 
Roll and one order of baked scallops. 

The scallops came first, a ceramic dish 
filled with what was more seafood cas¬ 
serole than anything Japanese. The menu 
listed the dish as “scallops baked with 
dynamite sauce, topped with green onion, 
eel sauce and masago,” but what appeared 
in front of me was a bowl of warm, creamy 
imitation crab meat with the occasional 
small, dime-sized scallop buried within. 
Not a horrible combination in theory, but 
as it cooled off, the fishy taste grew too 
much to bear. Since I knew I had a lot 
more of that fake crab coming, I picked out 
the scallops, then pushed the plate aside. 

My rolls came next, one covered in 
crispy tempura, eel sauce and spicy mayo 
and the other topped with assorted fish. 
The fish probably weren’t the catch of the 
day, and the cuts might make Jiro Ono 
cringe. But I’m no sushi snob; for some¬ 
one who drenches each bite in soy sauce 
and ginger slices, it’ll fill you up. 

If you’re mindful, it’s easy to spot the 
tactics Maru Maki implements to keep 
costs down (no avocado on the Rainbow 
Roll, gobs of imitation crab in the Califor¬ 
nia Rolls), but the restaurant does not pre¬ 
tend to be the home of the freshest fish in 
town, nor is it trying to compete with such 
high-falutin’ places as Sushi Nobu. Instead, 
Maru Maki is an above-average $3 sushi 
restaurant that plays epic J-pop music 
videos on a tiny TV behind the counter and 
gives away free beer to anyone who can 
prove they checked in on Foursquare. From

On His Majesty’s Secret Service 

In Hyde Park On Hudson, it’s patriotic to pleasure a president

I t’s dispiriting that a film about the roman¬ 
tic life of Franklin Delano Roosevelt, who 
cultivated a small coterie of mistresses, 
should exhibit so little interest in what so 
engaged its hero: the women’s individual 
hearts and minds. Instead, Hyde Park on 
Hudson quickly introduces us (and FDR) 
to the president’s distant cousin Daisy 
(Laura Linney), and then races forward to 
a sudden hookup that takes a firm stance 
on the question of whether our polio- 
stricken 32nd president could take a firm 
stance. After that, Daisy, our narrator 
and ostensibly the movie’s center, is left 
to haunt the edges of the film—and the 
president’s life. 

That’s not the worst life to haunt, con¬ 
sidering this FDR is played by Bill Mur¬ 
ray, supreme in his rumpled charisma. 
After years of playing against his louche 
appeal, Murray is at last unleashing it 
again. The feeling is something akin to 
throwing open the windows after a long 
winter—we’d all but forgotten the radi¬ 
ance of his charms. His performance 
has none of that hauling-truth-down- 
from-the-mountain intensity of Daniel 
Day-Lewis’ Lincoln. Instead, this is one 
beloved man of preternatural self-posses¬ 
sion deploying ever 5 l;hing likable within 
himself in order to embody another. 

For stretches of the film, Murray is 
enough to recommend Hyde Park On 
Hudson, especially as he toys with his 
houseguests, England’s King George 


(Samuel West) and Queen Elizabeth 
(Olivia Colman), characters who are to 
each December’s awards-season movies 
what inflatable Snoopys and Spider-Men 
are to November’s Thanksgiving parade. 
The royals want Roosevelt to pledge aid 
to England in the coming war; Roosevelt 
wants to put on paternal airs and talk 
man-to-man to a king. He even manages 
to inspire in the stammering George suf¬ 
ficient spine to tell his queen to quit talk¬ 
ing so bloody much. (This is presented 
as a good thing.) 

And Daisy—well, maybe we’ll discover 
what she wants in some DVD extras, 
as it’s certainly not in the movie. We do 
see her hang about the house with the 
help while smiling timorously just out¬ 
side great dinners and world-changing 
conferences, ready to pop into a scene 
if the president or the filmmakers hap¬ 
pen to think of her. There’s a children’s 
book, Ben and Me, narrated by a mouse 
who lived in Ben Eranklin’s pocket; Hyde 
Park’s mouse doles out happy endings. 

The big sex scene occurs before the 
picture has even really started. Daisy and 
EDR have met, talked awkwardly over a 
stamp collection and bounced over some 
meadows in the president’s motorcar, 
one specially designed for a man robbed 
of the use of his legs. The president 
parks in a gorgeous field of wildflow- 
ers, fiddles with the radio until he finds 
“Moonlight Serenade,” and then places 


Daisy’s hand in his lap. We’ve not heard 
one word about Eleanor yet, and we’ve 
witnessed no singular moment of connec¬ 
tion between these two. Still, lickety-split, 
we’re treated to EDR’s Swing-Time Hand 
Job Hour. In the afterglow, the music 
swells as though Daisy has just taken her 
first ride on Seabiscuit. 

Erom there, she has little to do but 
moon about until the third act, when she 
learns—spoiler for the movie, for coun¬ 
try music and for men in general—that a 
cheater always has more cheating in him. 
Director Roger Michell quickly estab¬ 
lishes the Roosevelts’ domestic setup. 
Independent Eleanor (the excellent 
Olivia Williams) is amused by her hus¬ 
band’s trysts, but is otherwise occupied. 
Rather than explore the delicate ins and 
outs of this aristocratic polyamory, Hyde 
Park On Hudson just trots out its royal 
Brits, a pair of light-comedy worr 5 rwarts 
who get some laughs by going sour-faced 
at the libertine Americans. 

In films such as You Can Count on Me 
and The Savages, Linney has proved her¬ 
self among the greatest of movie actors, 
especially as strong-willed types desper¬ 
ate to hold their lives together. In the 
recent, underseen The Details—stiW avail¬ 
able via On Demand—she kicks up first- 
rate comedy as a cat-obsessed neighbor 
who becomes a daft seductress. But here, 
she’s given little to play save excitement 
at the great man’s attentions, then anger 


that they aren’t exclusive to her. 

Questions that go unaddressed: What 
does she hope for from her affair with 
Roosevelt? What else has she considered 
dedicating her life to? When alone, what 
do these two actually talk about? Does he 
have any interest in the words that come 
out of her mouth? Have they arrived at a 
method for him to reciprocate her sexual 
favors? The subplot about Eleanor want¬ 
ing to feed hot dogs to the royals, and 
then the scene of Daisy, at EDR’s behest, 
actually glazing the king’s curved and 
lengthy frankfurter with mustard: Surely 
that was meant as satire of the notion 
that there is nothing more noble than the 
manipulation of great men’s meat? 

Perhaps the filmmakers considered 
Murray’s EDR to be explanation enough. 
He is a marvel, as is the beauty marshaled 
up by director of photography Lol Craw¬ 
ley. Like many movies today, this one 
offers sights that, decades ago, would 
have counted among the grandest in the 
history of film. In this case, those back- 
field wildflowers qualify: Sitting among 
them, beside that rakish four-termer, 
who among us could resist unzipping the 
executive branch?

ANNA KARENINA Tolstoy's family epic 
has been smartly contoured to fit just 
more than two hours of screen time 
by Sir Tom Stoppard, responsible for 
"literate" movies like Shakespeare 
in Love, as well as the screenplay to 
R.W. Fassbinder's clumsy adaptation of 
Vladimir Nabokov's Despair, a film that 
proves the difficulty of moving great 
art from page to screen. As Nabokov 
says, "A tinge of poshlost" —the 
Russian phrase translates roughly as 
"kitsch"—"is often given by the cinema 
to the novel it distorts and coarsens in 
its crooked glass." As always, wife and 
young mother, Anna (Keira Knightley) 
falls madly for a Russian officer, Vronsky 
(powder puffed Aaron Taylor-Johnson). 
The first of this match's tragic conse¬ 
quences is Vronsky's jilting of Princess 
Kitty (Alicia Vikander) who, in the B 
story, is courted by the surly, shy, and 
awkward Levin (Domhnall Green). Levin 


is the bosom friend of Anna's philan¬ 
dering brother, Oblonsky (Matthew 
Macfadyen)—prey to the same govern¬ 
ing passions as his sister and to none 
of the social and legal reproach. The 
most immediately striking element is the 
self-conscious theatricality of director 
Joe Wright's staging. Dutiful to the text, 
the film begins in Oblonsky's study—but 
this study is located in the proscenium 
arch of an empty theater, while an invis¬ 
ible orchestra is heard to tune. Wright 
misses few opportunities to emphasize 
the artifice, all in service of a com¬ 
monplace argument: that life among the 
aristocratic class of the 19th century 
was entirely a matter of stagecraft. 
Thankfully, the men and women populat¬ 
ing Wright's little theater are something 
more than cutouts. Knightley's emo¬ 
tions come through with a gasping 
immediacy, and Jude Law deserves 
special notice as Anna's cuckolded 
husband. (Not Rated) Nick Pinkerton. 
Countywide. 

HITCHCOCK Early in Hitchcock, Alfred 
Hitchcock (played by Sir Anthony 
Hopkins with a sack of fat connecting 
chin to neck) walks the red carpet at the 
premiere of his 1959 chase film. North by 
Northwest. "You're 60 years old!" shouts 


a reporter. The scene is an announce¬ 
ment that Hitchcock will be the kind of 
Hollywood movie in which veterans on 
the verge of obsolescence figure out 
howto beat the industry's system of 
cycling out the old in favor of the new 
by changing with the times on their 
own terms. For Hitchcock's Hitchcock, 
this means breaking away from starry 
"baubles" like North by Northwest, 
and exploring riskier territory. "What if 
someone really good made a horror pic¬ 
ture?" he wonders. Hopkins's imitation of 
Hitchcock's distinctive vocal cadence— 
the accent and heaviness of delivery, as 
if each word was rolled in bacon on its 
way out—is initially disarming, but the 
performance seems less convincingly 
human as the film wears on, failing to 
build on its first impression. Scarlett 
Johansson as Janet Leigh looks like 
Scarlett Johansson, and distractingly 
so. More painful are the attempts to 
transform Helen Mirren, the international 
gold standard of GILFs, into a dowdy 
woman-behind-the-man; her wig could 
not be shittier. Unfortunately, Hitchcock 
is a movie about bygone Hollywood 
that's distinctly a product of Hollywood 
circa now. It bears the influence of the 
kind of reality TV in which the subject's 
career is the excuse for the show, but in 
terms of screen time what they actually 
do for a living is relevant only in that 
it puts them in glamorous locales and 
in contact with potential catalysts for 
stock, soapy side drama. (PG-13) Karina 
Longworth.

KILLING THEM SOFTLY An adaptation of 


George V. Higgins's 1974 novel Cogan's 
Trade, Andrew Dominik's Killing Them 
Soft/y anatomizes a self-policing under¬ 
ground economy of junkies, killers, and 
administrators to indict a present-day 
mainstream world by suggesting that 
the criminal satellite economy and the 
"straight" superstructure are function¬ 
ally the same. It's a movie that shows, 
and then tells, tells, and tells again, 
its vibrant conjuring of contemporary 
cynicism felled by Dominik's lack of 
faith in his audience's ability to connect 
thematic dots. The film is set in 2008, 
giving hit man Jackie Cogan (Brad Pitt, 
on killer-cool autopilot) the chance to 
scoff at a Barack Obama speech evok¬ 
ing the American dream: "America isn't 
a country; it's just a business," Cogan 
declares. Other than deliver that, Pitt 
doesn't have a whole lotto do. Cogan 
enters half an hour in, after ex-con 
Frankie (Scoot McNairy) and his junkie 
prison buddy Russell (Ben Mendelsohn) 
have held up a poker game managed by 
Markie (Ray Liotta). Cogan is hired by a 
Mob administrator, played by Richard 
Jenkins, to orchestrate the killings 
necessary to restore confidence in the 
underground gambling economy.

LIFE OF PI A stacked-deck theological 
inquiry filtered through a spectacular 
Jitanic-by-way-of-Slumdog Millionaire 
narrative. Life of Pi manages occasional 
spiritual wonder through its 3-D visuals 
but otherwise sinks like a stone. It's no 
shock that Ang Lee brings to his high 
seas adventure graceful and refined 
aesthetics devoid of any unique signa¬ 
ture or pressing emotion, as the director 
has proved himself a skillful craftsman 
without an imprimatur to call his own. 
Here, that anonymity results in slavish, 
proficient devotion to his source mate¬ 
rial, Yann Martel's 2001 novel. The story 
concerns the upbringing of Pi (new¬ 
comer Suraj Sharma) in India, his unbe¬ 
lievable experiences surviving a ship¬ 
wreck aboard a life raft also occupied 
by a Bengal tiger, and his post-rescue 
efforts to convince Japanese officials 
that his tale is true-a three-part struc¬ 
ture thatOs framed by the adult Pi (Irrfan 
Khan), recounting his tale to a name¬ 
less Writer (Rate Spall). A struggling 
Caucasian American novelist who has 
been told that Pi's saga will convince 
him of God's existence, the Writer-who 
looks like he just came from a Banana 
Republic modeling shoot-is a colonialist 
appropriator of Pi's story, which he plans 
to turn into his own novel. Lee ignores 
such thorny sociopolitical dynamics, 
opting instead to couch this framework 
as further proof of the divine magic of 
storytelling. Lee stages the freighter's 
demise with a thrilling immediacy, taking 
full advantage of 3-D, and culminates 
with a shot of an underwater Pi gazing at 
the vessel as it descends to the bottom, 
its lights twinkling like flickering eyes. 
Still, the story's relentless articulation of 
its thematic aims proves a buzz kill, and 
the film spoon-feeds rather than enlight¬ 
ens. (PG-13) Nick Schager. Countywide. 

SKYFALL If Hollywood's rut du jour is the 
origin story as bid for franchise immor¬ 
tality, you can't say that Skyfall—the 
23rd "official" James Bond film in 50 
years—isn't on-trend. Skyfall, Daniel 
Craig's third Bond film, aims to flesh 
out the backstory of the spy, with the 
globe-trotting terrorist hunt this time 
literally revisiting the site of the child¬ 
hood trauma that apparently pushed 
Bond to seek out that license to kill. 
Bopping from Shanghai to Macao, Bond 
gets up to the usual daring escapes 
and zipless nightcaps. The greatest gift 
director Sam Mendes—working with 
cinematographer Roger Deakins— 
brings to the material is staging and 
imagery that artfully amplify the film's 
ideas about the world in which all of 
this is happening. And there are ideas, 
despite the fetishism and improbability 
native to the franchise. Bond's world 
is undeniably modeled after a real one 
engaged in debates about transparency 
and obfuscation, in which established 
institutions find themselves crippled 
(and, perhaps worse, rendered foolish) 
by stateless entities who show their 
power through violent interruptions of 
both the physical and virtual worlds. A 
bureaucrat played by Ralph Fiennes, 
trying to drag MI6 kicking and screaming 
into the age of Anonymous, contends 
that the agency "can't keep working 
in the shadows—there are no shad¬ 
ows." It's a PDV contested by the film's 
most visually stunning action scene, 
a relatively simple duel in a darkened 
Shanghai skyscraper, with Bond and the 
bad guy silhouetted against the neon 
lights and video billboards outside. The 
shadows might have changed shape and 
method of generation, but the conflicts 
seem as binary as ever. (PG-13) Karina 
Longworth.

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Another Road Less Traveled 


W henever a minority group fails 
to be the biggest topic during 
a presidential election, you 
know progress has been made. Early on 
in the 2012 debates, gay equality was all 
the rage, with the most poignant moment 
arriving in a YouTube video shown at a 
GOP primary debate in which gay soldier 
Stephen Hill asked Republican presiden¬ 
tial hopefuls if they would repeal DADT— 
to which he received a memorable round 
of boos from audience members thanking 
him for his service. By the time Romney 
and Obama faced off, however, gay was 
out and uteri were in, with a dash of eco¬ 
nomic and foreign policy. 

Gay equality is far from being put to 
rest, but as with other historic hot-button 
issues—interracial marriage, segrega¬ 
tion, women’s suffrage—when people 
get tired of debating, when they don’t 
have the energy to address it vehemently, 
over chicken sandwiches, no less, it’s 
a sign that obstacles are being cleared 
for advancement. The other sign that 
a minority group is seeping into main¬ 
stream consciousness is when it receives 
legitimate scholarship and study, when 
it’s recorded, archived and preserved to 
document the struggle endured and the 
sacrifices made and to educate future gen¬ 
erations on a way of life that, hopefully, no 
longer exists—the Jewish community and 
its archives on the Holocaust set the bar 
high, to which all other groups aspire. 

The documentarians in UC Irvine’s 
Special Collections, Archives and Digital 
Scholarship department recently moved 
those in the LGBT further down that 
path of mainstream legitimacy with its 
extensive collection on gay life in Orange 
County, from the days when a metaphori¬ 
cal Orange Curtain really did separate 
the sane from the stupid to the present. 
The archive began in 2005, when Barbara 
Muirhead and Dick Hitt pounded the 
pavement (literally traveling across the 
nation) on the long journey of acquiring 
magazines, fliers, oral histories, official 
correspondence, pamphlets and photo¬ 
graphs from gays and lesbians who had 
not only experienced what it was like to 
be gay in OC (and Long Beach) over the 
past 50 years, but who also took part in 
creating an infrastructure to support their 
peers, friends and families. 

Now, after seven years of collecting and 
cataloging, the head of the special collec¬ 
tions, Michelle Light, has unveiled this 
wealth of historical data to the public to 
encourage further scholarship, as well as 
to request even more archival donations. 
The amount of material is, indeed, stagger¬ 
ing, and while some of the collection might 
seem heavy on the text side, once you start 
reading, you can’t stop. You also can’t stop 
being disgusted, especially if you’re gay. 

Case in point: a 1988 response from UCI 
to a gay grad student who requested his 
partner be able to live with him in univer¬ 
sity housing since they were, by all intents 
and purposes, married. They even had a 
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domestic partnership agreement, which 
must have been written up by a lawyer 
since no government legality existed back 
then. The university responded that while 
the administration had reservations and 
a hot internal debate ensued, it was con¬ 
cerned that allowing the gay couple to live 
together might create “a potential for a 
significant increase in the number of non¬ 
students” on campus. Read: fag parties. 
The request was thusly denied, citing the 
university’s inability to re-define marriage 
from the accepted state guidelines. 

There’s also literature on anti-gay legis¬ 
lation such as Proposition 6, the infamous 
1978 Briggs Initiative written by Fullerton 
state Senator John Briggs that would have 
made it legal to fire not only gay teachers, 
but also straight teachers who expressed 
any support or sympathy for the “gay 
lifestyle.” Then there’s the 1986 Lyndon 
LaRouche-associated Proposition 64 that 
might have paved the way for quarantin¬ 
ing HIV-infected people, which also went 
down to defeat—all nasty reminders of a 
past that is still present (just talk to Cal¬ 
vary Chapel folks about the gays). 

On the upshot, the collection also has 
hundreds of small-press, under-the-radar 
pamphlets, fliers and early magazine incar¬ 
nations that document the unrelenting 
determination of a hidden people to connect 
with and support one another: a 1976 Gay 
Students Union brochure with workshops 
on gay aging, feminism and dealing with 
assault; a nostalgic archive of men play¬ 
ing beach volleyball in the 1970s that looks 
straight out of a Marlboro Man commer¬ 
cial; and a 1982 newsletter for Parents and 
Friends of Gays explaining that if you “keep 
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quiet” about your gay loved one to others, 
you’re essentially saying you’re ashamed of 
him or her—so be proud of your loved one 
and speak up. There’s also the 2002 procla¬ 
mation by then-Governor Gray Davis that 
domestic partnerships are legal in California 
and, from 2003, photos and literature on 
OC’s first Dyke March, one that officials 
repeatedly tried—and failed—to shut down. 

It’s an important history, as well as a 
unique one. And since those of us who are 
gay and appear to be “well-adjusted” and 
“normal” inadvertently promote the 
notion that being gay is easy—even 
now—it’s a history whose docu¬ 
mentation and preservation 
is imperative. Gays have no 
homeland. They have no set of 
traditions or guidelines. They 
are a part of every group of 
people on the planet, and their 
struggle has been, and contin¬ 
ues to be, fierce. This collection 
is an important step down the 
road that leads to equality—a 
road that, if current cultural and 
judicial trends are any indica¬ 
tion, is on the verge of becom¬ 
ing a full-fledged highway. Now 
thafs one for the archive books.

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Social Distortion, OC’s 
greatest band, settle 
into their House of 
Blues residency

T he first time Mike Ness got 

onstage in front of a crowd in 
1979 at Marina del Rey Skatepark, 
he’d hardly sung a note for anyone other 
than his band mates. There were maybe 
50 people in the crowd. The concept of 
becoming one of the biggest punk bands 
in Orange County let alone the world, 
was unfathomable. Three decades and 
several lineup changes later, his band are 
running through sold-out shows faster 
than broken guitar strings. Between 
December and late January, Social Dis¬ 
tortion are playing 24 shows at West 
Coast House of Blues venues, including 
nine in Anaheim. Tickets for most shows 
were gone almost instantly. Not bad for a 
band who struggled to fill house parties 
in their native Fullerton back in the day. 

Their blend of punk, rockabilly, 
country, Americana and classic rock 
has appealed to fans beyond their ini¬ 
tial punk following. At any given show, 
you’re likely to find a mix of old-school 
punks, jocks, bikers and vice-squad cops, 
which can be attributed to the cross-cul¬ 
tural appeal of Social Distortion’s music. 
They have, by most accounts, become 
our finest musical export. 

“Story of My Life” clicked with a gen¬ 
eration when it was released, and its rel¬ 
evance continues to resonate nearly 22 
years after it first hit airwaves. Though 
he can’t quite put his finger on why that 
song struck a chord with millions of 
people across the globe, Ness is thankful 
for the confluence of events that turned 
it into the band’s signature song. 


“It’s one of those things in which I 
got lucky and nailed it with something 
that struck a chord with people grow¬ 
ing up,” the singer says. “When you’re 
writing a song, you’re not aware of what 
the potential impact is going to be. If 
you had the power to do that when you 
were writing it, you’d write them all that 
way. It’s the combination of the melody, 
the attitude, the emotion, when they all 
blend together and the laws of physics 
work for you.” 

The House of Blues residency was 
thought of as a way for Social Distor¬ 
tion to spend the holidays close to home 
while playing a handful of shows locally, 
which they usually won’t do until the end 
of their touring cycle. This isn’t the first 
time the band have done the residency 
(the most recent being in 2009), accord¬ 
ing to longtime rhythm guitarist Jonny “2 
Bags” Wickersham. Should you be lucky 
enough to be in the room, expect eclectic, 
specially tailored set lists; loads of mutual 
tough-guy appreciation; and a full helping 
of rebellious, chain-smoking badassery. 

Though the band have been through 
many members, Ness and Wickersham 
call this incarnation of the band the best 
yet, attributing their cohesiveness to a 
number of factors that are critical to the 
long-term success of the group. 

“Later on, I realized that it’s impor¬ 
tant to surround yourself with the best 
musicians; eventually, you become good 
friends because of the love and respect 
you share for what you’re doing,” Ness 
explains. “It feels like a band again, and 
for a while, it didn’t.” 

Wickersham adds, ‘We’ll be off the road 
for weeks or months at a time, and we’ll 
get back into the studio to rehearse for 
shows or for a tour, and we fall right back 
in. With these guys, there’s an immedi¬ 
ate connection and understanding of one 
another, which I attribute to these guys 


being real players who are in the band 
to play music, not for any of that other 
bullshit. We don’t play any games, and 
we happen to all really like one another, 
which makes it easy to be in a band.” 

On 20II’s Hard Times and Nursery 
Rhymes, Social Distortion moved in 
more of a roots rock/Americana direc¬ 
tion, something that fans who saw them 
during their early years wouldn’t have 
expected. Building on the momentum 
from that album, which he calls one of 
his favorites, Ness is in the process of 
writing new material that he hopes to 
complete and record sometime in 2013. 
Though he doesn’t have a firm grasp of 
what’s to come, he says, it could have a 
more garage-y sound. 

As the band soldier on, having spent 
nearly nine months on the road, Ness 
doesn’t see their stopping any time in 
the near future, and he is very proud of 
what they’ve accomplished. 

“Ultimately, I’d like to believe that 33 
years later, society has opened its mind 
up and realized that this movement 
was significant, and the music revolu¬ 
tion was as important as the time that 
it came from,” he says. “Most bands 
that were around 33 years ago peaked 
back then. For us, it’s been the opposite. 
Social Distortion’s success has been an 
organic, upward ladder of slow momen¬ 
tum building, and I don’t know a lot of 
artists who have a similar story, but I 
know that we’ve been very lucky, and 
it’s something I don’t take for granted.”

DEAR EXENE: I'm a 25-year-old tattoo 
artist who was recently suspended from 
my job for refusing to put a racist tattoo 
on someone's body. The shop I work at 
says it doesn't support my decision to 
refuse to tattoo a walk-in customer who 
asked me to tattoo a skull with a Nazi 
war helmet on it. When the guy came 
in initially and explained to me what 
he wanted done, he didn't mention the 
swastika. On his second appointment, 
he asked me to add it, and I refused. Not 
only did I find it to be a pussy move on 
his part for not initially telling me what 
he really wanted, but I'm also disgusted 
with this kind of racism.To top it off, my 
boyfriend is Jewish, so I don't imagine 
I could ever look him in the face again if 
I even dreamed of doing something like 
this.The argument between the client 
and me ended up getting heated, and 
then the shop's manager came in and 
got to hear the story. He decided to put 
me on temporary, unpaid leave for two 
weeks. Another artist ended up finishing 
the tattoo. While I have this time to think 
about how I should handle this situa¬ 
tion, I'm more and more convinced I just 
need to quit working there. But is that 
the best way to handle it? Is it worth 
trying to fight my boss's decision?

DEAR MANDY: Refusing to finish inking, 
yes! Arguing heatedly with Nazi guy? No! 
Why take on the negative frequencies of 
someone else's damage? In any confronta¬ 
tional situation, be calm, be peaceful, be you. 
Just say, "I cannot do that." And direct the 
problem to the authority figure. Make them 
deal with it. Explain that this person has an 
issue that needs to addressed. And calmly 
explain. That doesn't solve the two-week 
unpaid leave. Doesn't solve the workplace 
mentality. Not every tattoo shop is about 
mean guys getting angry art. But they are the 
stock-in-trade, after all. You think you have to 
be tough as anybody there because you are 
female? Anger and violence actually come 
from weakness—it's a cover-up. Strength 
comes from knowing who you are and what 
ideals, beliefs, life, etc. you are willing to 
defend. You did defend your beliefs, so great, 
good for you. Just don't let the demons infest 
you with their bullshit in any situation.

Above the Clouds, 
and the Trends 

Heading heavenward with Pacific Air’s 
familial ties and placid pop

or an enterprising band with a 
Facebook account, maximizing the 
value of the “Genre” category is a 
fast and handy way of announcing your 
character. Most groups use the space for 
basic sonic descriptions (e.g., rock, hip- 
hop, etc.), if they even fill out the field at 
all. Others will get more inventive, lean¬ 
ing toward funny, poignant or provocative 
in detailing their approach or work. As of 
this writing, the Melvins’ genre is “good,” 
Danny Brown’s is “prog rap” and Reptar’s 
is “disco dust,” while Baths identifies as a 
smiley face flanked by hearts. Pacific Air, 
a San Diego band composed of 23-year- 
old Ryan Lawhon and his 20-year-old 
brother, Taylor, call themselves “POP,” 
complete with loud, proud capitalization. 
“There are so many artists out there who 
like to label themselves as some obscure 
genre to try to gain some type of credibil¬ 
ity, but a part of what we’re doing [is] just 
writing pop songs,” says Ryan. “We’re not 
trying to experiment with anything that’s 
never been done before or really put on 
any airs.” 

This is a decisive line of thinking from 
an awfully young band. The Lawhons 
started developing their music in Janu¬ 
ary 2012 as KOKO. They initially gained 
steam (and praise) by posting recordings 
on their Bandcamp page, which led to a 
contract with Republic Records, a sub¬ 
sidiary of Universal Music Group. In Sep¬ 
tember, they officially altered their proj¬ 
ect’s name to Pacific Air on their manage¬ 
ment’s advice as a way to preemptively 
cope with the endless waves of similarly 
named artists and works. The pair paid 
tribute to their old moniker with Long 
Live KOKO, an EP released in October. A 
debut full-length is in the works for 2013. 

The brothers’ histories are rich with all 
sorts of sounds. Taylor is particularly into 
classical music. Ryan grew up playing bass 
and guitar in churches until he was about 
16 years old; he has also worked with a 
publishing company, making mostly ambi¬ 


ent music for local commercials. Over the 
years, Ryan has been in many a synth-pop 
band infiuenced by Kraftwerk and Joy 
Division; Pacific Air marks his first non- 
synth band. 

The Lawhons first found common 
musical ground some five years ago over 
classical and New Age music—the latter a 
remnant from their mother’s listening hab¬ 
its. In interviews, the siblings frequently 
emphasize the impact on their work of 
New Age artists such as Enya and Ray 
Lynch. Ryan finds more to enjoy about the 
style than nostalgia; he appreciates it for 
its calming and meditative effects, too. 

Pacific Air’s dreamy pop brings you to 
a comfy-as-a-cloud area where your trou¬ 
bles still exist but aren’t as universe-shat¬ 
tering. Songs such as “Float” and “Roses” 
show hints of a dark side but are still pleas¬ 
ant enough to make for easy listening. You 
can’t exactly imagine Pacific Air opening 
for Yanni—they’re more likely to tour with 
Phoenix or Pop Etc—but the connections 
to New Age are clear nonetheless. 

For as docile Pacific Air’s music is, 
though, talking to Ryan leaves you with 
the sense they’re framing their work in 
response to other factors in their industry. 
Twice during this interview, he says they’re 
not the sort to put on any airs, which leads 
you to wonder who he is thinking does. He 
doesn’t call anyone out, but he does begin 
emphasizing something. “We’re trying to 
focus more on music than maybe a back 
story. A lot of indie media recently has 
focused more on the story of the musicians 
rather than the music,” he says. “We’re try¬ 
ing to lean away from that and just keep it 
as minimalist as possible about us.”

T here are some things as an up-and- 
coming DJ that you just have to get 
used to, such as female fans dropping 
their pants for you. And while Bruce Karls- 
son and Nick Sember (a.k.a. Norin & Rad) 
might've done okay with the ladies without 
help from their fast-rising DJ career, getting 
tweets from girls with their names written 
on their butt cheeks and fans stopping them 
at airports has been kind of a new thing 
for them lately. "This one girl in New York 
almost took down the small barrier around 
the turntables as we were performing to 
take a picture with Bruce," says Sember. 

In an age when it seems just about any 
douche with a laptop can have some sort 
of DJ career, it still takes a certain amount 
of je ne sais quoi to create something that's 
unique and perpetual in the scene people 
will physically go apeshit over. So far, that 
spark has found its way into Karlsson's and 
Sember's beats. In a short period of time, 
the pair morphed from bedroom producers 
into current rising stars signed to trance 
heroes Above & Beyond's acclaimed Anju- 
nabeats Record Label. Their deal with the 
U.K. trio came after doing a remix for them 
in 2011. Norin & Rad's first original single, 
"Bloom," combined contemporary synths 
and piano breakdowns that 
created something that's 
far beyond the realm 
of progressive trance. 

Not bad for two young, 
whacky guys from 
Orange County who like 
to party but also enjoy 
being at home watch¬ 
ing movies and putting 
fiery Sriracha on 
everything they eat. 

"Our obsession 
with Sriracha 
comes from loving 
pho and basically 
representing our 
hometown," says 
Karlsson. They 
claim Pho 79 on 
Bolsa Avenue 


and Brookhurst Street is the best in the 
world, despite having tasted the Vietnam¬ 
ese staple in divey restaurants all over 
Las Vegas, Hawaii, Belgium, Argentina, 
New York City, London, Asia and India in 
barely a year's time. (Australia's up next!) 
Joining the likes of Arty, Mat Zo, SuperS & 
Tab, Andrew Bayer, and, of course. Above 
& Beyond on the Group Therapy stage of 
festivals and shows worldwide, Norin & 

Rad have become household names in 
dance music and have created a coalition 
with their label mates. 

Karlsson and Sember met through 
mutual friends in 2007. Bruce learned 
music-production programs shortly after 
high school, while Sember had learned 
guitar and other instruments from his 
father. In high school, Karlsson picked up 
vinyl records and began spinning hip-hop 
before finding his calling for electronic 
dance music. What they created was a 
tad unforeseen given their musical back¬ 
grounds, but became a genius blend of 
progressive trance and house that is now 
being called "trouse." 

Their talents have ignited dance floors 
with hits such as "Five Finger Death Punch," 
which fuses trance, tech, house and pro¬ 
gressive melodies. They're influenced by 
everything from Four Tet to glitch hop, which 
they showcase almost bi-monthly on their 
radio show. The Remedy. Their debut artist 
album (which is slated for next summer) 
will feature a medley of EDM, including a 
dubstep collaboration with a DJ who has 
worked with Anjunabeats in the past. 

Yet the best part of their rocket to fame 
has been the fans. The duo is relishing 
the attention at shows and encourage the 
crazies at their upcoming gig at the Yost 
Theater this weekend. "Even if someone 
were crazy, we wouldn't even notice," 
says Sember. "As long they are not going 
to John Lennon me, we will keep playing 
kick-ass music."

Sometimes I kick the proverbial hornet’s 
nest intentionally—“bullshit in the Bible,” for 
instance—and sometimes I kick the hornet’s 
nest accidentally. I honestly didn’t expect the 
outraged response I got after I ^vrote that poly 
wasn’t a sexual identity in the “sexual orienta¬ 
tion” sense of the term. Some people identify 
as poly, of course, just as some people iden¬ 
tify as, say, dominant or submissive. While I 
recognize that poly (or D/s) can be central to 
someone’s sexual identity. I’ve never viewed it 
as a sexual orientation, and I didn’t think this 
was a controversial point of view. 

Many poly people disagree. I’ve received a 
ton of impassioned emails from polyamorous 
readers, most of whom see themselves as 
po\y-oriented, not just poly-identified. And 
while some seem confused—I’ve never denied 
the existence of polyamorous people, I never 
said that people couldn’t or shouldn’t identify 
as polyamorous—I’m turning the rest of this 
week’s column over to the polyoutraged. 

I've been poly all my life, since well before I 
knew there was such a possibility. As far back 
as grade school. I've generally had a crush on 
more than one boy/guy/man, and as an adult, 

I can't imagine a life where I'm limited to one 
man, even though I love my husband deeply. 
When I was with someone before I knew about 
polyamory. I'd cheat. I wouldn't want to, but 
sooner or later. I'd meet someone else and fall 
in love so hard that I had to be with the other 
person, too. I hated cheating. I hated dishon¬ 
esty. I hated myself. Reading Dossie Easton and 
Janet Hardy's book The Ethical Slut changed 
my life. I finally understood the person I had 
been my whole life. I'm poly. I'm not monoga¬ 
mous, and I can't choose to be monogamous. 

I will always have the capacity to love more 
than one person and the incapacity to keep 
myself from falling in love with others—the 
way you will always have the capacity to love 
men romantically and no capacity to love 
women. It's a choice whether I act on that 
capacity, just like it's a choice whether you act 
on your attraction to men, but it's not a choice 
whether I fall in love with more than one 
person at a time. Some people might just flirt 
with the lifestyle, but some of us are built to 
love more than one person at a time. 

Poly Of Long Years 

To enshrine the homosexuality/heterosexuality 
spectrum as the one sexual motivator around 
which individuals can choose an identity seems 
strange to me. I'm a hetero-identified man, but 
I could be in a homosexual relationship if a 
situation forced me to choose a partner from 
outside of my preferred sexual-gender orienta¬ 
tion. (Jail, for example.) It wouldn't change how 
I identify, but it would change the relationship 
I'm in. However, the fact that closeted homo¬ 
sexual men operate in hetero relationships and 
fuck their wives or hetero guys fuck other het¬ 
ero guys in jail or submarines doesn't make the 
identities of gay and straight any less valid. 

Thinking Straight 

I believe sexuality exists on spectrums. Not 
just one spectrum from gay to straight with 
bi in the middle, but several spectrums. One 
spectrum is how sexual you are, from those 
with little to no sex drive to people who have 
very active sex drives. There is also, perhaps, a 
spectrum from monogamous to polyamorous. 
You say that monogamy and polyamory are 
things people do, not things people are. How¬ 
ever, I feel some people can be innately one or 
the other. My husband and I decided to have a 
three-way. My husband could barely keep his 
dick hard when fucking our third. He couldn't 
get into it until I got involved directly, and even 


then it didn't really do much for him. (Believe 
me, our third was any straight guy's dream. 

The only reason he wasn't into that is because 
he's really only into me.) When he's in love with 
someone, all he wants is that person. He's very 
one-person-and-one-person-only oriented. In 
contrast, although he satisfies me and I love 
him, I want other partners. I feel that I'm poly¬ 
amorous innately. I feel I am wired to be like 
this. I didn't choose it. Likewise, my husband 
couldn't choose to be polyamorous. He can 
practice polyamory, and he has for my sake, 
but naturally, he's a monogamous person. I 
appreciate that you advocate nonmonogamy. 

I credit you with helping to save my marriage. 
We married as virgins and were clueless about 
sex. But my husband and I have a great sex 
life—and I'm free to pursue people on the 
side—because we read your column. 

I Am How I Am 

Hetero/poly guy here. I'm part of a live-in quad, 
and we all raise our kids together, so I'm pretty 
far down the polyamory rabbit hole. Figured 
I'd add my two cents to the discussion. I don't 
think that polyamory can really be defined as 
an "orientation" because that's an improper 
way to describe what polyamory is. I can still 
be attracted to monogamous people, and 
being poly doesn't change or alter that fact. I 
do, however, think that polyamory—or, by con¬ 
trast, monogamy—can be defined as a sexual 
identity, and that's where I think your advice 
to PP went astray. Consider: A gay man can be 
attracted to a straight man, correct? Similarly, 

I can be attracted to people who identify as 
monogamous. But that attraction doesn't sep¬ 
arate individuals from their identity. Gay men 
tend to date other gay men and would gener¬ 
ally be advised to not go chasing after straight 
men. In the same way, I try my best to stick to 
other people who identify as poly. Poly is very 
much an identity, Dan, and poly people form 
communities around that identity. We face 
some unique challenges (how do you raise kids 
in this environment? How do you balance time 
between partners?), while some other life chal¬ 
lenges are made easier (four parents makes 
getting kids to soccer easier). I'm not saying 
that we need to add a "P" to LGBTQQIA, but I 
don't think we can just be written off, either. 

Poly Identified E-mailer 

I'm a bisexual, polyamorous, 24-year-old 
woman. From the very first time I was faced 
with a cute boy who wanted to date me, I knew 
that I couldn't be in a closed/exclusive relation¬ 
ship. I knew it as instinctively as I knew that I 
found women attractive as well as men. I had 
never heard of open relationships or polyamory. 

I was a virgin, so it wasn't about sex. I didn't 
have anyone else on the horizon, and I really 
liked the boy, so it wasn't about keeping my 
options open. And yet I knew—/ /rnew—that I 
couldn't agree to be his girlfriend without the 
freedom to date, flirt, sleep with and love other 
people. Six years later, I started dating someone 
I think might turn out to be the love of my life. 
He's a match for me intellectually, sexually and 
emotionally. We make each other so happy it's 
silly. Even so, even in the best relationship I can 
possibly imagine, I know monogamy is not for 
me. Incredibly, he feels the same way. Maybe 
there are very few people like me—I think most 
people fall somewhere in the middle, with prob¬ 
ably more oriented toward monogamy than 
not—but poly people like me exist.
